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Traveling is a portion of punishment. It prevents one from eating, 
drinking and sleeping. So when one has accomplished that for 
which he traveled, let him hasten to return to his family. 
[Sahih al-Bukhari: 1804 ] 
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While travelling, one should supplicate to Allah for the bounties 
of this world and the hereafter. The Prophet ^ said: 
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Three supplications are answered without doubt: The 
supplication of the oppressed, the supplication of the traveler, 
and the supplication of the father for his son.
